A SEAT OF WAR. 

Extras frint a /caret pamphlet, entitled 
Ruffian Humanity Exemplified.'** 

■ Publijhed in tbtyear 1759* and ‘writ* 
ten by a Lutheran Clergyman, ‘wba re* 
fidtd OH the feene of adioa. 

*• During this time,* field marfiial 
Fermor had befieged Cufirin, with 
70,000 men. The commandant of 
that fortrefs had committed a great 
fault in not burning the fuburbs ; for 
behind tKe houfes, field mar hal Fer- 
roor hid erefted his batteries. O 1 the 
ijth, in the morning, he threw from 
three of them, a large quantity of 
bombs and fire-balls into the fortrefs, 
which by nine o’clock in the forenoon, 
was confiimed to alhes. Many of the 
richefl people have by this lofi all they 
had, and hive been reduced to mifery. 
I, myfelf, have loll every thing 1 but 
1 cannot think on my poor old fick 
parents, without the greatell forrow 
and iingnilh of heart—they hive fiv- 
ed nothing in the world 1 for two 
bombs fell, one juft after the other, in¬ 
to their houfe, fo that tliey had hardly 
time to fave my poor mother, wh ) nis 
been bed-ridden thefe three years, out 
ofthertamci. Tnefe my poor parents 
mud now lie, night and day, in great 
h’anger and cold, upon nothing but 
llraw, i.n a dark vault. What makes 
mine and their mifery moll deplorable 
is, that I cannot help them, for all 
my things, my linen, cloaths, & two 
hundred dollars, have now Ihired the 
common fate ; and I have now but 
one thill edat, and tvifo ihirts left in 
the world. 

•• T‘ie other poftr inhabitants lay 
fcattered about under the ramparts, 
in great mifery. But G >d at lalV, re¬ 
garded our mifery, and fent us our 
king, who had marched the whole 
night, from the 24th to the 25 th of 
Augnll, with an army of 40 or 50 
thoufand men. His people could 
fcarcely Rand through fatigued want 
of llrength, but when rheyfaw the 
enemy near Zorndorflfi and all the 
villages round in Haines, but one fpi- 
rit aniinited the whole array ; they all 
burnt with the greitelt defire to be re¬ 
venged on their cruel enemies. 

«* In them)rning at half an hour 
after eight, we h.Mrd a terrible can¬ 
nonading ; the hpufes trembled that 
were 20 miles off ; and a farmer told 
. us, that he had yellerday feen the 
king with hiswhole army upon that, 
our inhabita^us deiired me to fet apart 
an hour for prayer. I Ihill never 
forget this devotion in my life. All 
fell upon their knees—)ur childi;cn, 
even thofe of 3 years, lay round the 
altar, and with the old people, wept 
bitterly. When I looked upon the 
children, 1 was fo much moved, that 
for fevcral minutes 1 could not fpeak. 
Even cld fick people were by their de¬ 
file, brought into tiie church. How 
facred that time was the houfe of our 
God. 

*’ At once the cannonading ceafed, 
and 1 went on foot to Soldin, being 
full of anxkty to know to whofe advan¬ 
tage the battle had turned out. To¬ 
wards the evening the Ruffian fugitives 
came to Soldin, leven hundred(at cnce 
—a pitiful fihgt, indeed 1 Some 
holding up their hands, curfing and 
fwearing,' others praying—ivithout 
hats, without cloaths ; fome on foot, 
others two on/a horfe, with their heads 
it arms, icc. tied up; fume dragging 
themfelves along by the Rirrups. o- 

* Thtnuriter had been dtferihing parti* 
cular infiances of tbt barbartitt committed 
by the Rtffiauxrmy, 


then by the horfes tails. Thus they 
all came into the city, and among 
them prince Charles of Saxony, (that 
incendiary who had fo great a (hare in 
the,burning of Cuflrin and Zittan) 
the S ixon general Dortleben, and the 
Aullrian general St. Andre, without 
their baggage. 

At 3 o’clock in the morning of 
the 26rh, the Rnlfians quitted the ci¬ 
ty in great hurry, and took the roiite 
to Landlbarg. They pillaged all the 
villages they palled througli—and the 
miniftcr of Brugge, Mr. Weinholtz, be 
of the Neuenburg.Mr. Schmidt, have 
been mail cruelly ufed. Tliis day the 
caiYnondading was as brilkas the day 
before, but after twenty-four hours the 
battle was decifive, and riftory was 
Ihouted in the Prulfian army. 

Gjii. Fermor retired to Landlberg, 
after hiving ruined the country lierea 
bouts, To that it is no more to be 
known. In so villages, is neither man 
nor bead, and nothi ig it to be feen 
bur dreadfuldefolation, ruined houfes, 
churches that have been prop haned Sc 
deilroyed, barns'that have been brok¬ 
en down, and walle lands; and God 
knows whether they will ever be buili 
and cultivated again, for the inhabi¬ 
tants are partly dragged away, and 
partly 'mlt icr*:d.

After walking 10 
miles, a Colfack’s liod'e came riiniiing 
full I'peed againlt me; I mounted him, 
and followed the report of the dillant 
cannon. One may nowiniigine ilie 
mifery of human life to be here uiiued. 
For feven miles and a h.alf on this the 
field of battle, 1 found the dead and 
wounded lying on the ground, fadly 
cur in pieces. The farther I advanc¬ 
ed, the more poor creatures lay lieaped 
one upon another. This feene I lhall 
never forget. The Colfacks, as foon 
as they faw me, cried out, O ! water I 
water 1 water !—Righteous God, what 
a fight 1 men, women, children, Ruf- 
fian and Prufiati horfes, oxen, powder 
cherts, baggage waggons and carriages, 
all lying in one heap, over this im- 
menfe fpace, to tha height of a man ; 
Seven of the snort opulent and finert 
villages in this neighborhood all on 
fire, and the inhabitants either malFa- 
cred or thrown into the fiames, 

** The wounded ftill fired at each 
other in the grcaccft exafperation, and 
1 was in no little danger of my life a- 
mong them. The field of battle was 
a fine plain, ahnoll two miles and a 
half long , and this whole plain was fo 
covered with the dead and wounded, 
that there was not room for me 
to fet my foot without treading on 
fome or them. Several brooks were 
fo filled up with the Rufltans, that I 
can affirm with truth, they lay heap¬ 
ed up one upon another, as high as 
two men, and appeared like hills.—I 
could fcarcely recover myfelf Irom the 
fright occafioned by the great and mi- 
ferable outcry of the dying. A noble 
Pruffian officer, who had ooth his legs 
ffiot off, cried out to me, “ Sir, you 
are a prieft, and preach mercy ; pray 
Ihew that compaffion to me, which 
God has not for me, and difpatch me 
at once.” This fo touched my heart, 
that 1 rode off as fart as poffible. 

•* I count thelofs of the Ruffian ar¬ 
my to be 20,00Q killed ; and in all 
56000. The fire from the cannon has 
done the greatert flaughtcr, ftnee it 
was no other wife than as if for tour

The French general Dugua, lately 
returned from Egypt, brought home 
two copies of a rcmarkble infeription 
found on a piece of black and ex¬ 
tremely fine-grained granite. Tltein- 
fcriplion is three fold ; one portion 
prefents a fuccelfion of hieroglyphics 
in fcveral regular lines. Another por¬ 
tion, which has not yet been fufficieiit- 
ly examined, prefents a greater num¬ 
ber of lines, in charadler which yet 
leave fome uncertainty, and Witich re¬ 
quire a very attentive examnination. 
The remaining portion confills of 53 
lines in Greek. One of the members 
of the French inftitute, haying under¬ 
taken to read and explain this part, 
thinks it a monument,of the gratitude 
of fomepriefts of Alexandria, or fome 
neighboring place, towards Ptolemy 
Epiphanes. Buonaparte, to gratify 
the curiofity of the Literati in every 
country, gave immediate orders to 
have the infeription engraved ; after 
which it will be fubmicted to the ex- 
amination of the learned through all 

Europe. 

O’Brien, the Irifti giant, lately died 
at Briftol. He was 8 feet 6 inches' in 
height, and when firlt exhibited to the 
public, was fo affefled by a Teaft; of 


humiliation, that when treated with 
any thing likerefpedl by his fpedlators, 
he has known to ihed tears. In time 
he became callous, ahd was, as will 
be reineinbcred by thofe who have lat¬ 
terly feen him, remarkably furly a.nd 
uiniccommodating.

The operations againft the enemy's 
works coqiWMnced on the 17th of Au- 
guft, - • 

Major-general Coote embarked with 
a ftrong corps on the inundation in the 
night between the i6tth and ^yrh of 
AugufY. He effefted his, lending to 
the weftward of Alexandria, with iittlv 
or no oppofttion, and immediately in- 
vefted the ftrong caftle of Marabout^ 
fitiiated at the entrance of the wefterrt 
harbor of Alexandria.
